Millions of ghosts look on as 
the monolithic god, Stalin, who 
“invented himself,’’ begins to 
topple. 

Their numbers must make a 
rustling by day and by night as 
the cold winds blow across the 
vast land which is about a sixth 
of all the great globe itself. 

Stalin—the mighty, asleep by 
Lenin, being at last pulled down? 

Men, women, children ; 
their spirits look and listen, 
nodding knowingly, as Nikita 
Khrushchev denounces Joseph 
Stalin as a murderer. 

The dead millions know that 
better than he . . . much better. 

Old friends of Joseph Stalin 
know it. He killed them for what 
they knew about him. 

His fellow-Georgian Lavrenti 
Beria, whom he made chief of 
the secret police, killed, or had 
slain, three historians because 
they had written a history of 
Joseph Staliyit° was too true. 
It contained items which the dic- 
tator did not want known—such 
as Lenin’s distrust of him. 

In 1948 Bertram D. Wolfe, 
student of Russian affairs since 
1917, published a book ‘Three 
Who Made a Revolution.” 

He personally was acquainted 
with Stalin, Molotov, Trotsky, 
Bukharin, Kerensky, Chernov 
and many lesser figures of the 
Russian revolution. 


Cult 


Wolfe wrote that digging into 
the life of the then living Stalin 
was like carrying on an expedi- 
tion in archaeology. He sgaid: 
‘When one writes of a still 
living man it would surely seem 


a simple matter to put moot 
points up to him, and then, 
since no man is to be fully 
trusted as to his own opinion 
of himself, to check his answers 
against records, the testimony 
of neighbors, friends, associates, 
opponents. But in Stalin’s case 
this is not as simple as it 
sounds. The versions he himself 
has dictated sometimes con- 
tradict each other concerning 
€ven elementary facts. Records 
have been destroyed, altered, 
suppressed. Many of those in a 
position to speak—not only op- 
ents but even comrades of a 
etime—have been silenced by 
féar of purge, or made to say 
What on the face of it cannot be 
so. Stalin has been made the 
Object of an amazing cult which 
leaves no room for fallibility 
or common humanity. Mountains 
of documents, general histories, 
party histories, memoirs, have 
been banned and burned... .”’ 

For us, and the ghosts of those 

so. pitilessly and needlessly 
slain, the story of this second 
demise of Stalin is so fantastic 
as to be almost incredible. 
- But a short time ago millions 
feared him, worshiped him, 
and idolized him. Men and 
women in other nations be- 
trayed their own nation because 
of the ideology he represented. 

Now, the men who outlasted the 
terror, are in control. 

They will take him out of the 
great tomb of red marble blocks, 
where. he sleeps beside Lenin. 

‘‘Every revolution devours its 
own litter.’’ 

For “the West’’—for the free 
peoples—there now is time for 
a positive policy. There is time 
to end the hemming and hawing, 
the piddling, fearful indecisions. 

Stalin—‘‘great, father Stalin’’ 
—was, after all, as his own peo- 
ple say, a murderer, mad be- 
trayer of his own people. 

It was he who said freedom, de- 
mocracy, and the dignity of the 
individual were capitalist lies. 

Now is the time. ...

School Cash 
Distribution 


Plan Is Set

The State Department of Bdu- 
cation Tuesday announced a for- 
mula for distributing recently al- 
lotted ‘‘current financing” funds 
to local school systems. It also 
made estimates on how “hard- 
ship’’ money will be distributed. 

Claude Purcell, assistant state 
superintendent of schools, gave 
the following breakdown of “‘hard- 
ship’’ or “equalization” funds for 
the Atlanta area. 

Atlanta, $188,550; DeKalb, $126,- 
720; Fulton, $100,740; Cobb, $73,- 
903, and Clayton, $35,901. 


The department said schools 
will receive current financing 
money if the system has grown 
more than 4 per cent in the past 
year. 

Just how much this will amount 
to has not been figured, Purcell 
said. Figures should be available 
at the April 9 meeting of the 
State Board of Education, he 
adged. 


The $7,824,196 allotment voted 
last Saturday is divided into three 


categories, Purcell explained. 
These are: 


1. Current financing of the 
Minimum Foundation Program 
for Education. Figures will be 
received from all city and county 
systems at the next board meet- 
ing. The difference between last 
year’s enrollment figures—which 
are now used as a basis for dis- 
tributing funds—and this year's 
will be computed. Systems will 
receive funds for anything above 
a 4 per cent increase. 


2. Equalization funds. Some 
$1,404,000 will be distributed, prin- 
cipally to rural schools, to raise 
the state’s per-pupil assistance 
from $18.50 to $21.50. 

3. Maintenance and operation. 
All cjty and county systems wil] 
receive an additional-$75 annual- 
ly for each state-allotted teacher 
for maintenance and operation 
purposes.

The settlement proposal was 
based on a mediation package con- 
tract submitted to both sides al- 
most three weeks ago. The union 
rejected the original proposal but 
some compromises were hammer- 
ed out during the past weekend by 
mediators and company and union 
negotiators. 


Company officials estimated that 
the bulk of the 44,000 striking IVE 
members can be back to work in 
several days, with the remainder 
back on their jobs within two 
weeks. 


2 DAYS OF WRANGLING 


Union agreement to the settle- 
ment proposal was won by union 
President James B. Carey at the 
end of two days of wrangling. 

The settlement agreement calls 
for a five-year contract with wage 
increases ranging from a minimum 
of 25 cents an hour over that period 
and other fringe benefits. 


The union claimed ‘‘a clear-cut 
victory.” 

The union agreed to a compro- 
mise proposal involving disposition 
of 36 strikers fired for alleged pick- 
et line violence. The union had de- 
manded reinstatement of all dis- 
charged strikers and the company 
had held out for arbitration of the 
cases of all discharged strikers. 


The settlement proposal changes 
the status of the 36 to indefinite 
suspension and provides for com- 
pany-union discussions at the local 
plant level to screen the 36 for ad- 
ditional reinstatements. The re- 
mainder would go to arbitration.

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The Curfew Seems 


To Be a Wise Move 


The city has invoked a midnight cur- 
few as a weapon in the war against 
juvenile delinquency. 

Atlantans under 18 have been ordered 
off the streets by midnight. The police 
have been ordered to question, report, 
and if necessary, lock up any juvenile 
disobeying the order. 

The police curfew follows a recom- 
mendation for something along that line 
by a Fulton County Grand Jury which 
recently investigated Atlanta’s alarming 
and much publicized outbreak of crime 
among juveniles. 

“This is the police department’s part 
of an educational program designed to 
assist the parents of all teen-agers in 
the training and discipline of juveniles of 
this city,” according to a statement by 
Chief Herbert Jenkins. 

The tragedy is that the police have 
found it necessary to “assist’”’ parents in 
the training of their children. 

It is regrettable, too, that such a 
stringent method as the curfew must be 
adopted. We have no illusion that gen- 
erally speaking it will be any more 
effective than the county’s leash law, but 
it does put an effective weapon in police 
hands in case ce mony 

In the meanwhile that veteran student 
of crime and its prevention, FBI director 
J. Edgar Hoover, put his finger squarely 
on the sore spot. 

Testifying before a congressional sub- 
committee in Washington, he blamed 
“soft-headed” parents who do not teach 
their children “respect for God, the law 
and others” for the national epidemic of 
youthful criminals. : 

Playgrounds, play groups and all that 
sort of thing is fine, according to Mr. 
Hoover, but for supplemental, rather than 
basic training. 

Atlanta’s curfew is a strong measure, 
but the provocation has been great. Wisely 
used it should be a deterrent to juvenile 
delinquency and a sadly needed group to 
deteriorating parental authority.

Senate Farm Bill Is 
A Victim of Politics 


Temporary victory by the Democrats 
in the Senate on the farm bill probably 
will backfire against the farmers. The 
final complicated omnibus bill, now in 
the hands of a Senate-House conference 
committee, is not acceptable to the ad- 
ministration. Informants say that the 
President will veto it in its present form. 

\‘Election-year maneuvering has result- 
ed in an election-year farm bill. It all 
cannot be blamed on the Democrats. Sec- 
retary Benson and the administration 
opened the door with efforts to traffic in 
Senate votes, an effort which also had 
an eye on the fall election. 

Farmers themselves are the ultimate 
losers in failure to enact a long-range, 
workable farm program. Small farmers 


especially are caught in a squeeze that- 


‘appears to be becoming permanent. Poli- 
cies appear to be deliberately directed 
toward accelerating their migration to the 
cities and speeding up the process of 
mergers into larger units. 

Let us hope that the House and Senate 
conferees can Agree on a bill that the 
President will sign. Otherwise, there will 
be no farm bill at all this year.

Reds’ New Sales Line: 
‘We’re Now Respectable’ 


There’s apparently no limit to ‘the 
Russian capacity for playing the world 
for suckers. Latest example is that of 
Georgi Malenkov, Stalin’s discredited 
heir, who is now in London and parroting 
the latest “collective” line about Stalin 
and that Russia has ended her “wicked 
ways.” 

If Russia really has been “cleaned 
up,’ why won't its new leaders open its 
borders for free exchange of persons and 
ideas? 

It becomes more obvious that one of 
the major objectives of the massive attack 
on Stalin is the impression it is intended 
to convey to the outside world. It accom- 
panies the new “peace and friendship” 
line and is aimed at disarming the world. 
Already FBI Director Hoover says that 
American Communists are attempting to 
bring the party above ground once more. 

_ It must be remembered, however, that 
Khrushchev made it quite plain at the 
recent Communist Party Congress in Mos- 
cow .that Soviet objectives have not 
changed. He made it perfectly clear that 
these objectives are still a worldwide vic- 
tory for Soviet communism. 3 

Age-old Russian imperialism is being 
given a new dress once more. Instead 

-of the military threat associated with the 

Stalin era, it is shifting once more to a 
triple threat in the military, economic 
and ideological fields. 

The new tactics are much more dan- 


gerous. If the present Russian leadership 
can convince the world that Russia indeed 
has been “cleaned up,” much of the fear 
associated with Stalin will disappear. It 
makes it all the more important that the 
West reappraise its policies to meet the 
new situation. 

It will require a great deal of imagina- 
tion and new ideas to counter the new 
direction of Soviet aggressiveness. To buy 
the new line without assessing it in light 
of the Kremlin’s actions and the words 
of its leaders would be colossal stupidity.

It Took Some Prodding 
Before the State Moved 


It took some time, but the Whitfield 
County Prison Camp finally and officially 
has been ordered cleaned up. 

Filthy and generally bad conditions at 
the camp first were investigated by Con- 
stitution columnist Celestine Sibley two 
weeks ago. The State Board of Correc- 
tions, however, adopted an official line 
that as long as complaints concerning 
conditions at the camp were not official 
nothing would be done. The board also 
issued a statement reaffirming its rule 
that no reporters would be allowed in 
prison camps unless accompanied by a 
representative of the board. 

-In the meanwhile, the Chattanooga 
Times became interested in the Whitfield 
camp. Monday, Constitution reporter 
Jack Nelson, chaperoned by J. B. Hatchett, 
assistant director of sthe Board of Cor- 
rections, and J. L. Griffith, chief prison 
inspector, toured the camp. 

Following the tour, Mr. Hatchett or- 
dered an immediate cleanup and mod- 
ernization of the camp. He also disclosed 
that J. M. Forrester, director of the board, 
had sent a letter to the warden following 
Miss Sibley’s unofficial inspection order- 
ing that the camp be cleaned up. This 
letter was ignored by Warden Fred 
Gobel. 

After two weeks and as the result of 
the interest of the newspapers, Whitfield 
County Prison Camp was ofdered brought 
up to minimum standards, 

This leaves two questions. 

Why was the camp allowed to degen- 
erate to its present condition? 

Why did it take the enterprise of the 
press to bring about this foot-dragging 
reform when keeping the camp up to 
scratch is the routine job of paid public 
officials?

Eren cannot concea] it, that the 
majority (more than 80 per cent) 
of the people of the island regard 
themselves as Greeks and wish to 
join the rest who are part of the 
state of Greece. The question of 
subversion is simply absurd in this 
case and cannot explain the per- 
sistence of Greek nationality and 
other cultural elements for more 
than 3,000 years on the island.

It would help, indeed, 
if he would take the leadership, 
rise to the occasion and try to 
lift the curtain of night which is 
descending upon the South. 

It has been suggested — among 
others, by Adlai Stevenson — that 
President Eisenhower call a con- 
ference of men of good will from 
both races, from North and South, 
from both parties, to counsel about 
means to carry out the Supreme 
Court decision so as to avoid vio- 
lence. 


The conference naturally would 
have to accept that it must start 
with the assumption that the law 
must be carried out but recog- 
nizing that there is latitude in the 
decree of the court permittitg 
gradual processes. 

In the end, however, if a change 
is to come in the South, it must 
come inside the hearts and mings 
of the people, individual by indi- 
vidual. : 

What it takes — and it is not 
easy — is decision by an act of 
will that the individual is going 
to readjust a whole attitude that 
came to him by inheritance, that 
is literally in his blood. This re- 
quires a‘continual struggle against 
heritage, heredity, custom, back- 
ground. i 

Many Southerners have won this 
battle, and many more can — {if 
they only make the initial decision 
and begin to work at adjustment 
right now. 

We cannot look to our timorous 
Southern political leaders.

ToothDecay’s 
Prime Target 


Teen-agers should have their 
teeth X-rayed regularly because 
the greatest amount of dental de- 
cay occurs between the ages of 
13 and 19, a Louisiana dentist said 
here Tuesday. 

Dr. Walter Colquitt of Shreve- 
port, La., said “cavities form 
very rapidly during these years.”’ 

He explained X-Rays of the 
teeth reveal hidden cavities. 


CAUSED BY SWEETS 


Dr. Colquitt, one of the visiting 
clinicians at the Thomas P. Hin- 
man Mid-Winter Clinic at the 
Municipal Auditorium, said he 
considers sweets or ‘‘refined car- 
bohydrates’’ the: principal cause 
of tooth decay. 

He said studies show that Es- 
kimos and North Canadian In- 
dians who live on a diet of seal 
and fish have no dental decay. 

“As soon as they are exposed to 
civilization,’’ he said, ‘‘and start 
eating our foods, including carbo- 
hydrates, their teeth go to pieces 
very quickly.”’ 

Dr. Colquitt said the teeth 
should be brushed—or the mouth 
should be washed with water— 
ag soon as possible after a person 
has eaten sweets. 


MORE TEETH SAVED 


More teeth are being saved to- 
day than formerly, Dr. Colquitt 
said. He pointed out that an 
‘}@bscessed tooth can be saved by 
removing the nerve and filling 
the root. canal. 

Dentistry is less painful today 
than formerly, Dr. Colquitt noted. 
He said local anestheties are 
“safe, foolproof and effective’ in 
preventing paiz. 

Dr. Roland D. Fisher of Glen- 
dale, Calif., and Dr. John P. 
Frush of San Marino, Calif., who 
will speak at the Hinman clinic 
Wednesday, said dentures should 
reflect individual differences. 


DENTIST AN ARTIST 


“In formulating a plan for den- 
tures for a certain individual, the 
dentist must really be an artist,”’ 
Dr. Frush said. ‘‘He must study 
the patient’s personality as well 
as his physical characteristics 
and transmit this information to a 
technician who can make the sult- 
able dentures.” 

Dr. Fisher and Dr. Frush said 
no two detnures should be exactly 
alike. 

Nearly 1, 000 dentists are attend- 
ing the clinic, sponsored by the 
Fifth District Dental Society. Dr.

ng a year and nine months to 

70 and a half years behind ma- 
fional averages in sixth grade 
achievement tests. Whites sur- 
pass the average by several 
months in reading and English 
and trail a few months in arith- 
metic and spelling. 

Among high school seniors 
standard national tests have been 
given annually by the University 
of Florida—last spring to 18,677 
whites and 3,342 Negroes. Dr. 
John V. McQuitty, university ex- 
aminer, reports 96 per cent of the 
Negroes scored below half of the 
whites. 

In teacher training Florida has 
annually given 843 scholarships 
for whites, 207 for Negroes. Ne- 
groes’ scores on competitive ex- 
aminations have averaged 30 per 
cent below those of whites. When 
county quotas have gone un- 
filled, the scholarships have been 
awarded statewide. Of 171 in the 
1954 pool, a Negro earned but 
one: of 124 in 1955, no Negro won 
any. 

ECONOMICALLY LOW 


Dr. Gilbert L. Porter, executive 
secretary of the Florida State 
Teachers Assn., comprising 6,000 
Negroes, ascribes the lower Ne- 
gro scores to more meager eco- 
nomic and cultural backgrounds 
and poorer schooling. 

‘We're for desegregation,’’ he 
said in Tallahassee. ‘‘We realize 
social change can’t come over- 
night. However,’ we don't want 
to wait until the year 2000. 
the present lower classroom 
standards might result from inte- 
gration. It wouldn't take very long 
to catch up.

The brief noted it took *nine 
years to dispose of Georgia's 
suits over noxious gases fron 
Tennessee, and suggested human 
engineering problems ‘‘obviously 
require greater*periods.’’ Attor- 
ney General Richard E. Efvin 
now says varying conditions 
mean that some communities 
may “never’’ have to integrate 
schools, even under gradualism. 

When emotions stay put, other 
factors may control. Two years 
ago, Daytona Beach found its 
separate Negro buses were wear- 
ing out, and it was running too 
many buses, anyway. 

“For economic reasons,” 
Mayor Francis W. Morrixon re- 
called, “‘we abandoned separate 
buses, and now whites and Ne- 
groes mix up.”

SARASOTA, Fla., March 20—It would seem grossly 
inconsiderate of the Boston Red Sox that they should 
be planning so excitedly for the 1956 baseball campaign 
with a 22-year-old child named Don Buddin at short- 
stop. This makes them appear unappreciative of the 
mileage and the inspiration they got out of Billy Klaus, 
a relatively young retread, last season. 

Even Theodore Samuel Williams, the distinguished major 
league spokesman on military affairs, cast his vote for Klaus as 
the most valuable of the Red Sox players last year. 

i ei ‘‘Without Klausy,”’ he said one day 

-* in Atlanta last winter, ‘‘we wouldn't

But in these days of the spring 
Master Buddin plays shortstop as if he 
invented the territory, and the evicted 
Klaus tries out the real estate around 
second base.

In Land of Giants 


When our son Danny was 3%, 
he started pestering me with his 
recurring: 

‘‘My go barber shop?” 

Busy .typing my case records 
for the week, I showed little 
interest. : 


But Danny persisted. Finally I 
noticed what he said. 


“But_you don’t need a haircut 
yet,” I objected. “You went to 
the barber just last week.”’ 
“My get sucker,”’ he laconical- 
ly let the cat out of the bag. 


Danny had been hungry for 
candy. And he remembered the 
barber always gave him a blolli- 
pop for being a good boy while 
he sat in the chair. 

So he figured that another hair- 
cut would be the solution to his 
problem.

How To Detect, 
Treat Milk Allergy 


Allergy to cow’s milk is 
blamed for more symptoms in 
babies than there are dairies in 
the United States. Topping the 
list are diarrhea, eczema, vomit- 
ing and belching. Old Boss is 


suspected also when the little 
tyke refuses to eat, sneezes, 
itches, rubs the nose, wets the 
bed or has a convulsion. 

But this is only the beginning. 
Milk also has been made the 
culprit in bleeding tendencies, 
pallor about the mouth, loss of 
appetite, cough, croup, and head- 
ache. Child psychiatrists and al- 
lergists have traced behavior 
problems, irritability, crying and 
screaming to sensitivity to milk. 
\. Up te this point, many mothers 
wonder how their youngsters 
survived supplementary feedings 
with cow’s milk. Actually, sensi- 
tivity is net common but the con- 
dition is capable of manifesting 
itself in a number of ways. Most 
victims develop eczema, colic, 
or diarrhea, whereas the other 
symptoms mentioned are wun- 
usual, 


The Toronto pediatrician, Dr. 
C. Collins-Williams, found nine 
proved cases among 3,000 chil- 
dren, excluding youngsters who 
were referred to him because of 
allergy. Included were patients 
who had been switched from reg- 


a 


ular to evaporated milk, which 
is well tolerated. 

Many of these boys and girls 
would have developed allergies 
had they continued with cow's 
milk. Some of the babies were 


breastfed. At any rate, Dr. Col- 
lins-Williams concluded milk al- 
lergy whenever gastrointestinal 


or other symptons develop after 
drinking it. 

The problem is easy to solve 
because diarrhea, colic and ec- 
zema disappear within a few 
days after the formula is 
changed to soybean milk. When 
cow’s milk is added to the diet 
a month later, and the same 
symptons reappear, there can be 
no doubt as to the cause. 


Several months ago we re- 
ported on a different aspect of 
this problem. A child born into 
a family where one or both par- 
ents is allergic stands a 60 per 
cent chance of following suit. 
When these infants are fed cow’s 


milk, 64.6 per cent suffer from 


eczema, hay fever, or asthma 
by the time they are 6. 

On the other hand, only 15 per 
cent of this highly sensitive 
group develops major allergic 
diseases when started on soybean 
milk. This is one way to protect 
our increasing population of al- 
lergic individuals. The less es- 
posure to allergens, the more 
comifortable .they will be.

| Singing Harpist Jumped

From Long-Hair to Jive | 


By BETTY CARROLLTON 
An angelic performer had to get into the swing of 


things to succeed. 


Petite, pretty and personable Sue Evans, one of the 
few swing harpist-songstresses, made the jump from 
long-hair to jive for the sake of her paycheck. 


Born Marilyn Cleek in the 
small lumber town of Kelso, 
Wash., Sue set her sights— 
and her voice—on a high level 
when she was eight. 

Mrs. Cleek, a concert harpist 
who now lives in Palm Springs, 
Calif., agreed that the talented 
moppet should follow in mom’s 
harpstrings. Mrs. Cleek taught 
Sue to play the harp, and clas- 
sical mumbers were a steady 
diet during her growing-up 
years. Her high soprano voice 
was trained for operatic roles. 
(Sue decided when she was 
nine that she wanted to sing in 
that fabulous field.) 
COULDN'T LAND A JOB 

Treading the audition path 
in New York years later, the 
wisp of a girl couldn’t land a 
job as concert harpist or opera 
singer. 

Then she met a Detroit talent 
acout who turned out to be a 
prince in her Cinderella career 
story. 

The two decided it was time 
for a change. 

“If you want to succeed, 
swing,”’ Graham Prince, now 
Sue’s manager, told the young 
artist. 

He shortened her name, 
taught her to “rock” a 
harp. Sue dropped her voice 
an octave and learned to sing 
jive. 

“It was more than a change 
in name and voice,”’ she re- 
called. “It was a new name, 
new look, new personality— 
and a new problem.”’ 

Sue hit the night club. cir- 
cuit, where, almost invariably, 
the managers’ first reaction 
was: “Whaaat? A harp in a 
night club? It'll never go over.’”’ 

But Sue’s auditions © invari- 
ably conqtiered this main prob- 
lem of her new career, got the 
booking and won audience ac- 
claim. 

She appeared on television in 
New York and Hollywood, work- 
ing with such personalities as 


Steve Allen, Arthur Godfrey, 
Spike Jones and Roger Wil- 
liams. : 


Sue had to make a real ad- 
fustment—her conception of 
music was confined to classical 
notes, but now ‘‘pop”’ is popular 
with her. 

NOT SUPERSTITIOUS 

She isn’t superstitious, but she 
sometimes wonders ‘‘why every- 
thing goes wrong at once.”’ 

Like her opening show at the 
Atlanta club where she is cur- 
rently appearing: 

As Sue began her act, one of 
the harpstrings broke. (‘‘An im- 
portant one, too. Some of them 
can break and won't interfere 
with the music—but this was not 
one of those!’’) 

After she had replaced the 
string, the lights went out and 
she had to ab lib in the dark- 
ness. (“I should -have taken up 
the saxophone,”’ she remarked, 


later admitting she ‘‘didn't 
mean it.’’) 
But even with “everything 


wrong’ Sue’s act was a suc- 
cess. 

One of her most prized posses- 
sioms is her toy French poodle, 
OOTWI,. (The initials stand for 
“Out of this World Indeed.’’) 

Sue makes many of her own 
clothes; has designed her favor- 


ite costume, a tight street-length 
skirt, with a full overskirt that 
leaves her feet free for intricate 
maneuvers of the seven pedals 
on her harp. 

There’s plenty of color in 
Sue’s act, and not all of it for 
the benefit of the audience. The 
various ¢olors of the harpstrings 
designate the notes: “‘C’’ notes 
are green, ‘‘F’’ notes are blue 
and the rest are red. 

“I’m glad I’m not color blind;”’ 
Sue said.
